The flour market has advanced $2.60 per barrel, from 
the low point of the 1932 crop, and in addition the bak­ 
ers were required to pay the government processing 
tax of $1.38 per barrel upon all flour in stock beginning 
at midnight Saturday, July 8. 


Other ingredients (lard, milk, sugar) have advanced 
considerably, but up to this time, we have not increas­ 
ed prices to offset these advances- We have also just 
received an advance in the price of waxed wrapping 
paper. In view of these greatly increased cost of ma­ 
terials, we are now forced to discontinue the 5c, 12- 
ounce loaf. 


In its place we will market a loaf weighing 25'< more 
than the old loaf, which can be retailed at 8c per loaf 
or two for 15c. 


There will be a slight reduction in the weight of the 10c 
loaves, but no change in price, at present. 


The cost of baking, wrapping and delivering the small­ 
er loaves is practically as much as on the larger, and 
we are therefore able to give greater value in the larg­ 
er loaves.

Let's build a fire to broil a steak, 
And put potatoes in to bake; 
Let's boil the coffee in a pot— 
Just being sure its piping hot. 
We all like to think that we are rather 
sophisticated and civilized. However, 
most of us have a yearning once in a 
while, to get away from the "madding 
crowd” and have a simple picnic. In 
each and every man, an a in most 
women, there is enough of the primitive 
;n 
to make us like this sort of thing. 
A picnic nowadays is a very different 
thing from the old-fashioned ones when 
simply hours were spent in hectic 


a conical formation. Place larger sticks 
over these in a similar manner, and 
light the paper in several places, begin­ 
ning witn the windward side. 
Coffee never tastes better than it 
does when cooked in an old-fashioned 
coffee pot over an open fire. Drive two 
forked branches on opposite sides of 
the fire, far enough away so that they 
will not bum. Across these place a 
branch oT green wood upon which sus­ 
pend the coffee pot full of water. When 
the water boils, drop in a bag of coffee 
tied w ith a long string, so that you may 
remove the bag later without burning 
your fingers. (Save your old sugar bags 
for this purpose)—A coffee with a mel­ 
low flavor—such as is grown in Colom­ 
bia, where the climate, temperature and 
altitude produce the world’s smoothest 
flavored coffees—made outdoors is the 
most delicious, beverage imaginable. 
When the coffee is done, remove the 
bag and place the coffee pot at the edge 
of the fire to keep warm.

as part of the regular household eauip- 
ment. When the inspiration to do a 
little intimate communing with nature 
arrives, all we have to do is invest in 
the food, drag out the picnic basket 
and start gleefully on our way. 
After the proper picnic spot has been 
selected, the first thing to%think of is 
your fire. If you are planning to have 
baked potatoes, it is better to build 
two fires, as potatoes should be cooked 
in embers. Wet the potatoes and let 
them bake for about three-quarters of 
an hour. 
To build your fire, start with crum­ 
pled paper, u it is available. If you have 
no paper, use dry leaves or grass. Then 
place small sticks around the paper in 


Wait until the fire is burning low tc 
cook your steak. It is better to have s 
small iron grill with legs. You m aj 
purchase one of these at almost anj 
hardware or sporting goods store. Oi 
you may use the grill from your brcilcr 
placing it over the fire in the sr.tne w r. j 
that you hung your coffee pot. If yoi 
do this, however, use four forked stick 1 
and two cross bars. (Be sure to usi 
green wood for your cross bars.) Pit ci 
your iron fekillet on this grill and let 1 he 
pan get very hot. Slice a little of the 
fat from your steak and use it to grease 
the skillet. Cook your steak with sliced 
onions, if you wish. This gives it an 
added flavor and the onions are delicious 
if you will let them get quite brown.

Attracted hy more than 200,000 
•are wild birds which live on Perce 
Rock and nearby Bonaventure Is­ 
land, and by the chance to study an 
sxample of sea action on rock in the 
sreat “pierced mountain” itself, sev­ 
eral expeditiona have notified the 
provincial government of their in­ 
tention to visit Gaspesia this sum- 
ner. With opening of the 553-mile 
Perron Highway circling the penin­ 
sula and linking it for the first time 
jy modern automobile road with New 
England, Quebec City, Montreal and 
niddle western points via the new 
1000-mile drive along the St. Law­ 
rence River, university students, 
scientific groups and American mo- 
tourists are penetrating the 
tor 


quaint and historic country in in­ 
creasing numbers. 
Ornithologists know Perce Rock 
and Bonaventure Island, now a 
bird sanctuary created by the Do­ 
minion government, as the home of 
probably the largest collection of 
wild birds in North America. Here, 
nesting so thickly on the shelf-like 
ledges along the great cliffs that 
the rocks appear to he covered with 
snow, are found such fascinating 
specimens as the murres, small rel­ 
atives of the flightless great auks, 
now extinct; gannets, cormorants, 
kittiwake, 
gulls, 
ravens, 
duck 
hawks, grouse, white-winged cross­ 
bills, a great flock of Leach’s pe­ 
trels, 
relatives 
of 
the 
famous 
stormy petrels, and many others. 
The gannets, which inhabit virtu­ 
ally no other islands on the coast, 
number more than 14,000 birds. 
Perce Rock, or the “pierced rock,” 
as the geological wonder is known 
in English, is a huge slice of moun­ 
tainous headland which has broken 
away from Mont Joli on the coast 
and slipped out to sea about 600 
feet. The formation takes its name 
from the great 60-foot arch which 
the sea has pierced in the rock. 


According to the famous American 
geologist, John M. Clarke, that part 
of the rock exposed above the sea 
weighs about four million tons, al­ 
though for countless thousands oi 
years between 300 tons and one 
thousand tons a year have been chip­ 
ped from the formation by waves. 
Mr. Clarke estimates that at this 
rate the cliff will endure for be­ 
tween 4,000 and 13,000 years more. 
Until the new Perron Highway 
was opened, Gaspesia was little 
known to the world outside Quebec. 
Washed on the north hy the St 
Lawrence River where it flows into 
the Atlantic, and on the east and 
south hy the Gulf of St. Lawrence^ 
this vast virgin country has an area 
of 11,400 square miles. It was dis­ 
covered in 1534 by the French ad­ 
venturer, Jacques Cartier, and to 
day is the home of an almost purs 
French population of 102,515 per 
sons engaged chiefly in farming and 
fishing. Gaspesia is the most moun­ 
tainous part of eastern Canada, its 
highest elevation being 4,450 feet 
Scores of picturesque resorts noted 
for their beaches, fishing and hunt­ 
ing dot the peninsula.

S .—Radio broad­ 
casting from the stratosphere will 
be attempted for the first time in 
July when the balloon that carries 
Lleutenant-Commander T. G. W. 
Settle and one of the Piccard twins 
starts Its ascension from Soldier 
Field on the grounds of A Century 
of Progress—the Chicago World’s 
Fair. 
The problem of installing the 
radio broadcasting apparatus in 
the gondola was not easy. Accord­ 
ing to 0. B. Hanson, of the Na­ 
tional Broadcasting Company, there 
was a multitude of details to be 
worked out so as to make the ef­ 
fort possible. 
Experts from broadcasting cóm­ 
anles’ 
laboratories 
worked 
day 
and night to have the equipment 
ready for the flight 
Mr. Hanson, 
who manages the company’s tech­ 
nical operations and engineering, 
pointed out why the job was a 
tough one. 
"Putting tne sending equipment 
In the gondola for the purpose of 
talking back to the world would 
appear easy,” he said, “but when 
even the food that Is carried Is 
governed by the weight factor, the 
limitations imposed called for in­ 
finite ingenuity. 


Will Note Cosmic Rays. 
“Bear in mind, that to reach 
higher altitudes than man has ever 
attained, the stratosphere balloon 
must have a high gas capacity and 
a light load to carry. Many other 
things besides radio must be car­ 
ried. 
It is planned to carry two 
persons, a pilot and an observer, 
and also a number of scientific in­ 
struments. 
“Due to the rarity of air at alti­ 
tudes abóve ten miles, the gondola 
must be air-tight and capable of 
retaining normal atmospheric pres­ 
sure. 
Food and water as well as 
oxygen tanks must be carried. 
A 
maximum of 100 pounds Is all that 
can he permitted for the radio, 
equipment.” .. 
These limitations forced the use 
of the high frequencies of the 
short wave band. 
In this case a 
frequency of 17,300 kilocycles has 
been selected to carry the voices 
from the gondola. 
This will per­ 
mit 
the 
maximum 
transmission 
with the minimum of weight 
In 


fact, the transmitter designed for 
this 
purpose 
weighs 
but 
sixty 
pounds with complete equipment of 
power and antenna, and will have 
an output of three watts, which is 
the equivalent of the amount of 
electricity used by the tail light 
of an automobile. 
A receiver has also been provid­ 
ed for the observers to keep In 
touch with the ground crew. This 
portion of the radio equipment 
will be conducted on a frequency 
of approximately 6,100 kilocycles, 
or a wave length of 49 meters. 
The weight will be about forty 
pounds. 
Pick Receiving Location«. 
Because the flight may last as 
long as twenty four 
hours, 
ar­ 


rangements have been 
made 
to 
clear the networks for spot broad­ 
casting from the balloon during the 
flight. 
The three most important 
periods during the flight wili be 
the take-off. the point of maximum 
altitude, and the return to the 
earth. 
The exact time of these 
events is problematical, which will 
keep the engineering staff con­ 
stantly under tension. 
Mr. Hanson also discussed the 
problem of the selection of suit­ 
able receiving locations, so that 
one or more short wave pick-up 
points will always be within range 
of the balloon’s minute transmit­ 
ter during the flight 
The balloon 
may drift as far as three hundred 
miles or more. Pick-up points must 


be arranged within that radius in 
all directions, each connected by 
wire to the National Broadcasting 
Company's control room tn Chi­ 
cago. 
In order to be prepared to deal 
with emergencies such as the de­ 
scent of the balloon in desolate re­ 
gions such as northern Michigan 
or Wisconsin, or even in one of the 
great lakes, the sponsors of the 
flight-—A Century of Progress, the 
Nations) 
Broadcasting 
Company 
and the Chicago Daily News—plan 
to follow the course of the balloon 
in 
a 
Goodyear 
dirigible

equipped with a radio for the high­

CARE OF KNITTED THINGS 


j^NITTED garments made of silk, 
wool and rayon demand spe­ 
cial attention in washing in order 
to prevent stretching or shrinking. 
The following suggestions are 
offered as a guide to the safe wash­ 
ing of such garments: 
1. Prepare tepid or cool suds, 
using mild, pure, white soap or 
flakes. Take no chances on home­ 
made soap.

The flour market has advanced $2.60 per barrel, from 
the low point of the 1932 crop, and in addition the bak­ 
ers were required to pay the government processing 
lax of $1.38 per barrel upon all flour in stock beginning 
at m idnight Saturday, July 8. 


Other ingredients (lard, milk, sugar) have advanced 
considerably, but up to this time, we have not increas­

Ornithologists know Perce Rock 
and Bonaventure Island, now a 
bird sanctuary created by the Do­ 
minion government, as the home of 
probably tho largest collection of 
wild birds in North America. Here, 
nesting so thickly on the shelf-like 
ledges along the great cliffs that 
the rocks appear to be covered with 
snow, are found such fascinating 
specimens as the murres, small rel­ 
atives of the flightless great auks, 
now extinct; gannets, cormorants, 
kJttiwake, 
gulls, 
ravens, 
duck 
hawks, grouse, white-winged cross­ 
bills, a great flock of Leach’s pe­ 
trels, 
relatives 
of 
the 
famouB 
stormy petrels, and many others. 
The gannets, which inhabit virtu­ 
ally no other islands on the coast, 
number more than 14,000 birds. 
Perce Rock, or the “pierced rock,” 
as the geological wonder is known 
in English, is a huge slice of moun­ 
tainous headland which has broken 
away from Mont Joli on the coast 
and slipped out to sea about 600 
feet. The formation takes its name 
from the great 60-foot arch which 
the sea has pierced in the rock. 


According to the famous American 
geologist, John M. Clarke, that part 
of the rock exposed above the sea 
weighs about four million tons, al­ 
though for countless thousands of 
years between 300 tons and one 
thousand tons a year have been chip­ 
ped from the formation by waves.
